‘Had Brilliant Record 


VANCOUVER (CP)—Death has 
taken Howle McPhee from the 
cinder track where his flashing 
feet won his fame as one of Can 
ada's greatest sprinters. 

Howie died last night at the 
home of his parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
|M. D. McPhee, at the age of 24 

He collapsed November 12 at in 
| terior Grand Forks, where he 

held a high school teaching posi 

tion. He had been in a coma ever 
since 

A representative of Canada at 
the Berlin Olympics in 1936 and 
at the British Empire Games in 
1938, he was considered one of 
the greatest athletes ever to rep 
resent Carfada in international

As an English rugby player he 
established an outstanding record 
for his brilliant long runs.

| pate of $10,000 a year.
